Specific Questions and to the Strength of 


the R eg u la rs—Must Develop the National 


Guard and Organized Reserves, He Says 


Proposal Stirs Up 
Spirited Debate in 
Committee

W A SH IN G TO N . Feb. 2‘>.— A new “ economic principle” 
to govern peace time maintenance of all branches of the 
arm y regulars, national guard or organized reserves was 
laid today by General Pershing before the house sub-com­ 
mittee on army appropriations. 
The general’s statement 
did not deal with .specific questions as to the strength of the 
h , regular army during the coming fiscal year, but he said 
that “ in view of a possible reduction” in army strength con­ 
sideration of the development of a national arm y from an 
economic standpoint became especially important. 
T h e general’* statement concluded the hearings the 
committee has b een holding on the subject. 
A fter pointing out that the regular army w a s “relatively 
small at present/* and limited in numbers first by the exist­ 
ing army organization act and later by appropriations acts. 
General Pershing said that the following economic princi­ 
ple might be stated as to the military organization the 
country should maintain:
